Tlio L'rowtli in 
tne output 01 ttie i>ova licotia coal mines 

has already heon referred to. Last yuar'a 
figures, says the Montreal Gti^ttit, are 
tho largest in tho hisUiry of the trade, 
and, from all appearances M'lll bo 
excelled next year, active ojiorationii, being 
carried on at the principal collieries all 
wi»ter. 'I'hesu aro tlie chief indii.strios of 
the province, uiieouiiectod with tho fi.sh- 
eries, all alike having been powerful 
in their influence upon tho condition of 
the people, giving them at their own 
homes the moans of liveliliood rliuy would 
otherwise have been eoiiipclled to hook 
abroad. Thei.*- prehoiiee in die country, 
or their expansion, has been duo diiuctly 
to the operations of the ^Jatioiml J'olicy, 
iuit aa 'many other branches of business 
the other prbvinpes owe their .existence 
to the satne cause. ' The siigar r efinories 
of Nova .Scotia and New IJriuiswick and 
Montreal, and theeott.iA mills that have 
added so much to the growth of n score uf 
tovns and cities in the oliler piovince.s, 
and every one employed in or tlependunt 
upon them are equjiUy interested in ni;iin- 
toiaing i^o existing fiscal policy int.act. 
That can only be clone by upholding the 
hands of i!ie men who iiiaU'_,Mii-ated and 
carried it out liy defeat in:; the Hidieums of 
those who as.sail it. 'riiere is im iiiiostior^ 
as to what would lie the eli'eets of thu pig- 
headed free-trade doctrine a.s applied 
. to Canada to-day. Wo saw thoui in 
• their worst phase, under Mr. Maceknzie'a' 
rule, when to act tho "fly on the 
wheel" was reK;iriled ;i» the hoi;.;lit of 
phen<jmoiial policy. Ami thi.s will un- 
doubtedly be brought upon us if the lib- 
erals return to power. Tho talk about 
obtaining reciprocity with the I'liited 
.States is only d'.Jgui.Hed to gidl tlio elect- 
ors. Theio i.i not ill tho situation at 
Washington rhe slightest iiulicatioii that 
any overtures from t'aii.id.-i. looliing to im- 
proved trtido rel.diuns would l)e rucoivoil 
. with anything but contempt. The reci- 
procity .treatytWifclK Mexico, tho conven- 
tion with Spain, have both been relegat ed 
to the b.-vckgrouiid, altlnuigh they had 
been negotiated at tho iiisl .-ukh^ 
of tho United Statos governiiieuit itsiilf. 
The^Cpriison bill, providing for .i reduc- 
tion of the tarid', has boon thrown out of 
congreat, »nd its author deprived of his 
seat by tho people, wiiilo the last ole'otions 
resulted in an appreciable increase in tho 
stroo;;th of the prijlcetionists in tho hnuso 
of ?epreseiitatives, and the ino:iMUre intro- 
duced last session t(j put lumber, coal and 
salt on tha free list to which Canada 
would havo ghvdly responded, has recoiv- 
ad its quietus. Wo all know huw our 
overtures for a sottlemontlpn a:;materially 
■atisfactory basis of the fisheries dispute 
hare boon received. Will any candid 
reasonur, looking at the factii, say we 
would fare any bolter if some one was 
sent to Washington now to ask for a re- 
ciprocity treaty than when wo did when 
Mr. Mackenzie deputed Mr. lirown on a 
similar mission ? The knowledge that a 
free trader's party was in powor in Otta- 
wa might make it easier to open negotia- 
tions, for tho United States gi ivorniiietit, 
kept informed of all that aliocls tho situa- 
. tion in Canada, would naturally expect to 
gab tho host of a barifain in which o party 
anxious bo purchasodoidt with a party anx- 
ious to soli. Ihjt Oauaihi wants noarritngo- 
niontin which tho advantages she receives 
are inferior to tlioso she extends, and thoy 
are not hor friends who Wo.ild julviso lior 
to accept such. Tho United States roftisus 
to ietraob from tho |)rotection it oictomls 
to its ovfh pooplu. I'or Canada to act 
difforontly, now that she has mado so 
good a start as a manufacturing country, 
for hor to lower tho hai rivn-s that protect 
her artizans from thpslaugiiturud goods of 
her competitor, would bo an act of folly 
that no class of lior peoiilo, least of all 
those who liftvo to toil for a living, tould 
»flbrd to justify.

A SUSriClOUS STOK,V OF TilE SEA. 

In the. shipping nowsruoently published 
in this i»aper-.was the announcement of 
thl.^aa^ of^S^atnan. Jiromo. Tarabouchia 
'of ' the Austrian bark Ukraine, O.apt.iin 
Mircovich, by fidlin^,' from the fnrelop- 
galUnt sail yard rr'ion ilio bark w,n about, 
four hundred and liny inileH olf the cotst 
of South Carolina, I'he bark came CO this 
port friua Italy ivii'i salt, consigned to 
Stephen D. Andrews. There is a weird 
tale told in regaixl t<j tho young .sailor's 
diath— he was but twonty-thivi! years old 
— by tho sailors of tiie I'lu-aioo. .Ail of 
thoia, from ca|>taiu ilown, .aro nir:,;ud, 
practical men, and yet tliis voya ;o forced 
many of them to a parti.il heliof in omens 
and the weird in life and doath. Vhe 
story must be taken as true, howeror 
mucli readers of it'are disinolinad toward 
the superstitious, and oven if it has had 
resemblances in sea life, ft wa.^ just be- 
fore 4 o'clock on the moi-nint; of Saturday 
l3§oeinbor 11th, and, as has been said, th« 
bark ifaa farqtf the South Carolina skoro. 
^araboechia was nt the irheel. The weal li- 
ar w*' clear and quite cold, and it w»b 
Btill in tho darkent hours .of the niijht. 
SbraBffdly enough, at thi.s time, there ap- 
paared over the liark a asa gull and it 
fluttered and settled slowly downward. It 
4ew towards the sailor at tiio helia, and 
at last lighted on his sh^uldar, struggling 
hard to obtain a foothold there, Tho sailor 
rea<;li§d up and took the bird in his hands. 
I* was a full-llecljfecl sea gull, as white as 
naow. While ho looked at it thus it 
atrotchod oat its- taper nack and pressed 
its baak up tO'hit lips as if billing yitk it* 
mate. 

Tho sailor caressed it, and finally put il ; 
into tho bosom of his blouse. It lay sdill | 
thoro, the warmth of tho spot uiiiiaronbly ! 
lulling it to quiet. When eight bells I 
struck, at 4 o'clock, Taraboeehia was re- | 
liavod, (joing forward to tho foi ucustio i 
ho clipped the gull's wing, and then went j 
below. The bird nestled by him in his i 
barth until it was time to rise again. 

That) day tho gull played about tho 
deck, and act/od as fully domesticatofl as a | 
chicken. In the afternoon tho. bark cat j 
and the ^ull quarreled, and tho quarrel I 
' .^^ai^te^ m a fcorrifio battle. This nssulled 
■ in botlT suOering severe injurii!s, tho cat 
the worst of tha two. Taraboochia 
laughed at thorn both. Ho said to the 
cat, an if it could understand: 

"You're never going to got wall. You're 
hurt badi" And ho told tho gull, that it, 
t<>0, would dio, he guossod. 

Thaji njght, af 11 o'clock prieoiaoly, the 
}iark Vaa off tht) ' Cliosap'oako slibro; 
«* Juit at tho odgo of tho Gulf fltri^am, 
Sudqonly a squall came uj/ to westward 
and the ordor was given to furl sail, 
Tarabocchia went up and waH at work on 
(^i^ fore-top-gallant-sail yard, when tho 



hundred and thirty-oight feet above the 
dock. Tke accident, fatal to him, now 
happonad. ' Somehow he fall, and his 
body, whirling through the air, struck the 
rail heavily and then slid ofif into the sea. 
Itf sank immediately and ^vas not seen 
afterward, though every effort to find it 
was made. 

As has been s/iid, this took place at 11 
o'clock o.\actly. At 12 o'clock tho imjured 
cat quietly died, as it lay on tho vaniakod 
sailor's chest in the cabin. J ust ono hour 
later, at 1 o'clock, tho soa-guU died. It 
had . taken to Tnrabocohia's berth that 
evening, and tho sailors wntohod tho and 
with strange feeling, for from tho first 
tho acticuia of the white bird had Hoouiod 
ominous to tho bark.

Ciiu;a(»o, Feb. 1. — New's \j\raBhiijgton 
special: In an interviewJiSisnktorilngallB 
docliirod himself, with characteristic em- 
phasis, in favor of tho annexation of 
Canada, and not only Canada, but tha 
entire Central American states. Since his 
vigorous •peooh ob tha liBliories bill ho 
has received 100 lottors n day, and they 
are still coming in increasing number. Ho 
has received a good many from Canada, 
and they aru all anonymous, vituperative, 
vindictive and insolent to tho last degree. 
Those received from all parts of the 
United States are congratulatory and on- 
thuaiastio. Speaking of tho attacks of the 
English and Canadian press upon him, 
Ingalls said: "They are attempting to 
divert the : isaue from :tlie. 'gravity Of thc^ 
accusation to the insignificanoa of the 
accuser. Wo have been so submissive 
and so forbearing in tho past that the 
world in conung to believe us a nation 
of cowards. There has boon so 
much transfusion of the dry rot 
of Anglo-mania into our social 
system and nonsanse about kindred blood, 
that thero has been temporary abarration 
of intellect and suspensioB of self-rgspeel 
on the pa vt of tho American peopl«, who 
forget that England is the oidy enemy we 
kave on the face of thu earth. It is time 
that America awoke to the fact thai 
.statosman.ship 'jf tho iiineteeuth century 
reiiuiren the unification of this continent, 
under one homogeneous government, 
from tho frozen sea to tho inturoceanie 
canal, wherever ife be built. That canal 
should be our southern boundary. My 
dream, and I belioye; thej.Bettled convic- 
tion of the American^'people, ia a conti- 
nental republic. That, is our manifest 
ilcstiny; that i.s tho iuevitablu tendeacy of 
tho jioliticjil foreo.'i of llrv: .Vuierican peo- 
ple. It i.s their oidy safety, and instead 
of wa.'iting our power in p<.;tty intrigues 
with fiavagos for a naval station in the 
I'ac i lie sea, jat wiser; and tnore commanding 
policy would bo to ostahlish relations of 
international friendship with f>ur Canadia)i 
neighbors on tho north, and our Spanish 
neighbors on the south, and not [lerudt 
the machin.atious of (Ireat Brit;iin to 
foment diaturbaiicos which will defer such 
■jllianoe or render it imuosoiblc.

D^orlptioB of tlie Bnildlnt: to b* JBrestad oa 
BaBtionSquare-^A Well FlanoBd 
•Structure. 

Tho now law courts wliich it is proposed 
to erect on the aid ^jaol site and for which 
tondors have been invited wUl b« an im- 
portant .addition ti < tho many fin« struc- 
ture which adorn our streets. The re- 
moy.il of the old buildings, which have 
done ■■'fioA service in earlier days but which 
at prg^ont disfigure tlie Bit:e, aad the erec- 
tion of a modorn structur* in their place, 
will ofl'oct a desirable improvement in that 
[jart of tho city. A hurried glance st the 
plans, and a brief conversatioa with the 
arcliiteut elicited the following particulars: 
Tho building, which will be two stories iB 
height with basement, will staRd on the 
squarro some fifteen or twenty feet from 
Bastion and Langley streets. It will bs 
125 foot in longth by 00 fe'ot in width. 
Tho main entrances will be from Langley 
street and Ua.itioii sipiaro, while there 
will be a privsto door on Bastion Street 
for tho uao of tho juJgai.

will load to a large hall on the baseinont 
floor. To tho right will be situated the 
land registry ollices consisting of a public 
ofi'ico, private and goneral apartmenta.

From thu former itops will lead to the 
hall of tho first storey, the county court 
and librae room being, in a lower leTel 
than tho other roohiB on this floor.
